8 .—With a new statement o f war aims, appro v ing the recent 
declaratio ns o f the British premier, Llo y d-Geo rg e, President Wilso n to day presented 
to co ng ress and the wo rld a specific declaratio n o f the terms o n wrhich it wo uld be po s­ 
sible to make peace with the German military auto cracy . 
The president’s pro g ram is co mpo sed o f fo urteen separate articles and pro v ides 
fo r reparatio ns, g uarantees fo r territo ry and natio nal life, freedo m o f the seas and 
access to them, reductio n o f armaments and g uarantees fo r the sanctity o f ag reements 
between natio ns. 
“ Fo r such arrang ements and co v enants we are willing to fig ht and co ntinue 
fig hting until they are achiev ed,” declared President Wilso n. 
This he fo llo wed with a restatement that the wo rld wars o nly upo n a Germany 
crazed by war, no t upo n a Germany o f peaceful purpo ses, no matter ho wev er g reat 
they may be.

Springfield, Jan . 8— As a result of 
reports received here that some conn 
ties in Illinois have ignored the am­ 
endment to the “ contract alma house 
b ill’ forbidding the 
coVruct system 
at 
almshouses, 
Attoryey 
General 
Brundage has issued warning against 
the practice. 
“ It is clear” says the attorney gen­ 
eral, “ that it was not intended that 
the county farm should not be turn­ 
ed over to a contract© 
or lessee, 
or 
that the inmates should be supported 
under contract. The amendment of 
1917 is declaratory of the meaning of 
the statute as it already existed and 
may be said to have been passed for 
the purpose of removing 
all doubt 
and making the meaning clear.” 
This expression was given in res­ 
ponse to a request from the state de­ 
partment of public welfare, the sup­ 
position being that the 
department 
would use its influence to bring about 
the abolition of the almshouse 
con­ 
tract system in counties where it still 
exists. 
Payment of moneys to almshouse 
contractors or lessees, it is said, is iln 
legal, and could be stopped in court 
under the recent amendment to 
the 
pauper act of 1874. 
Twenty-three counties where coa-l 
tract almshouses exist, according to 
the state charities commission, 
are 
“ the blackest blots on the public c h a r 
ity service of the state.” 
In seventy-nine counties the coun­ 
ty board employs a superintendent of 
almshouses and pays all expenses of 
maintenance, the charities 
commis­ 
sion declares. In the other 28 
“ the 
county board lets out the care of the 
almshouses to the person who makes 
the highest bid for the rent of 
the 
farm and the lowest bid for the board 
of inmates.”

There is nn old regular army adage 
that any sort of a man physically fit 
can be rounded into a soldier, but that 
the officers are especial creatures, en­ 
dowed from the gods.

days of civlllzed-in-the-open warfare, 
has gone by the board. 
In Its place has risen the certainty 
of knowledge that the real difference 
between the soldier in the ranks and 
the officer commanding him is truly 
nil; that one is as goOd as the other 
in the Stuff that makes the fighter. 
What is more genuinely important, in 
order to properly command men and 
inspire them with confidence, what is 
needed is not theory or “book larnin’ ” 
or a better quality of cloth in a blouse, 
but actual ex perience and knowledge 
of the work Itself. 
Better Than W est Po int. 
This is General Pershing’s opinion, 
as well as that of Gen. Robert Bullard, 
a veteran infantry officer, in charge of 
the camp, who declares in tones of

Washington, Jan. 8.—The Wnlsh- 
Plttman nil and coal land leasing hill 
was passed by the senate by a vote of 
37 to 32.

The bill has been pending In the sen­ 
ate for four years. Its passage at this, 
session was made possible by an agree­ 
ment to eliminate from its provisions 
the naval oil 
reserves,

of these reserves by the government, 
the leases of the present claimants 
being obtained, either through con­ 
demnation proceedings or by direct 
purchase, is being framed now and will 
la* introduced as soon as approved by 
President Wilson.

Wide economies in the use of ca rs 
and in shipping charges are expected 
from ihis centralization In one agency 
of functions heretofore exercised b v 
fiv e departmental b ureaus independ­ 
ently. 
Behind the announcement stands the 
prob ab ility that army purchasing also 
will b e drawn together under a central 
control. 
Steps to this end are under 
consideration, b ut legislation may b e 
required to carry it our.
